Pric  &. p' id  for  American  apples  at  the  Ka-Kburg  A.uction,  Thur3day, 
February  27,  were  on  the  whole  somewhat  better  than  those  received  last 
week,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  F.  A.  Motz,  tne  Department  of  Agri- 
culture's fruit  specia,list  in  Europe.     Aocut  27,5C0  boxes  of  apples  were 
soli  as  compared  with  23,000  boxes  last  weik  and  42,800  boxes  at  this 
time  a  year  ago.    A  lot  of  350  barrels  of  the  best  Virginia  Vi'inesr:p3  iold 
at  $9.00  to  $9.61  per  barrel.     Considerably  more  interest  was  shown  at 
the  auction  for  American  apples  than  for  sometime,  A^hich  is  probably 
accounted  for  by  tne  low  stocks  of  Cuntinexitcil  apples.     A.11  American 
apples  made  better  pricv--s  than  pt  this  time  last  ycDr  except  boxed  fline- 
saps  which  were  slightly  lower  than  last  yei;r's  prices..
